Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The programming of the remote control codes in 
the electonic device as taught by Fong et al.(col. 14 lines 24-51) includes transmitting the remote control codes to an electronic device 
for storage in the memory of the electronic device. The set of code data is interpreted as all the code in the remote control memory. The 
limitation of reading at least a subset of the code data is broadly claimed and is interpreted by the examiner as the particular code for the 
button operated on the remote control (col. 14 lines 3-10). The signal used by the MCU in Fong to determine if the received signal is valid 
is considered the upload signal (col. 14 lines 22-30). 
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
